To Agricultural Leaders: 
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I am bringing to your attention the enclosed copy of the address, 
"The Dairy Dilemma", presented by Secretary Wallace at Farm and Home 
Week at the University of Wisconsin on January 31. In this address, 
Secretary Wallace outlines the problems of the dairy industry, its past 
and present attitude toward taking steps to solve these problems, and 
possible means of meeting these problems that the Department is prepared 
to consider as part of a constructive program for dairy farmers. He 
gives, also, in this address the latest facts on distributors' profits as 
computed by auditors of the Department for leading milk sheds of the 
country. Secretary Wallace puts the present situation squarely up to the 
dairy farmers and asks in return the best thought and advice of the leaders 
of dairy producers and of agriculture in general in aiding the Department 
in finding a practical and constructive solution. 


The Agricultural Adjustment Administration regards this speech as 
the most significant pronouncement thus far made by Secretary Wallace on 
problems facing dairy producers. I will be glad to receive any suggestions 
you may offer in formulating the constructive adjustment program for dairy 
producers which the Department would be glad to see developed if such a 
program is desired by the majority of dairy farmers.
